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Hijackers 
kill pilot 
move deadline

Four terrorists aboard a hijacked W est 
Germ an airliner killed the plane’s pilot 
and forced it to land in the east African 
counry of Somalia today, then extended 
their massacre deadline. 
The hijackers relaxed a 10 a.m. ED T 
deadline for blowing up the plane and the 
remaining 86 hostages on board by lOVfe 
hours. 
They first said they would wait until 3 
p.m. ED T before deciding whether to 
destroy the plane and then stretched the 
deadline to 8:30 p.m . ED T , Radio 
Mogadishu reported. 
The West Germ an government con­ 
firm ed the new deadline, and said it 
represents a “ new ultim atum ” by the 
hijackers. 
The hijackers extended their deadline 
for killing the remaining 86 hostages in 
the face of defiance from the W est 
Germ an government to their demands 
for release of 11 terrorist prisoners from 
Germ an jails and $15 million ransom. 
They also have demanded the freeing of 
two Palestinians held in Turkey. 
The decision to extend the deadline 
was announced after prolonged radio 
contacts at Mogadishu airport between 


the hijackers and a representative of the 
West Germ an government, Juergen 
W ischnewski 
The slaying of the Lufthansa airlin er s 
captain brought angry reaction. 
The Vatican official newspaper Obser- 
vatore Rom ano said the killers had 
“ deprived themselves of the right to be 
considered m en.” 
It was not clear whether the negotia­ 
tions were interrupted or would continue 
to the new deadline. Before speaking to 
the hijackers, Wischnewski met with 
Somali president Siad Barre to “ see how 
the two sides could co-operate on the 
safety of the hijacked hostages.” 
After the terrorists killed the pilot of 
the Lufthansa jet, hijacked over France 
five days ago, the West German gover­ 
nment again defied the hijackers and 
refused to comply with their demands by 
the 10 a m 
deadline, which passed 
without incident. 
TheArab and Germ an h ija ck e rs, 
demanding the freeing of 13 jailed com­ 
rades and $15 million ransom, shot to 
death the 37-year-old Lufthansa pilot. 
Capt. Juergen Schumann, and dumped 
his body off the plane at Mogadishu a ir­ 
port.

The teen-age son of a former Lompoc 
businessman and c iv ic leader, was 
beaten to death and his girl friend was 
knocked unconscious, sexually assaulted 
and mutilated by two attackers in Ox­ 
nard, authorities said 
Paul Yenney Jr ., 17, was walking his 
girl friend, Linda Fienne, 18, home when 
they were attacked in a dirt field behind 
the school sometime Friday night. 
Yenney was beaten about the head and 
face with a blunt instrument. 
The girl was also beaten then sexually 
assaulted before she was dragged 100 
feet from the scene of the struggle.

farm worker found the girl nude and un­ 
conscious Saturday morning and called 
police. 
Miss Fienne was report«! unconscious 
and in critical condition in a hospital. 
Young Yenney was the son of Paul 
Yenney Sr., operator of Yenney’s Pizza 
Co., a mobile pizza kitchen, for delivery 
of food on call to the home. 
The Yenney fam ily lived on North 
Orchid Street. Yenney was active in 
school and PT A affairs at La Honda 
School 


The House ethics committee w ill have 
its first public hearings since starting its 
investigation of covert South Korean lob­ 
bying in Congress. The initial witnesses 
are expected to be Koreans, with no 
m em ber of Congress scheduled to 
testify. 
This week also brings a new effort to 
restore budget money for the B1 bomber 
by putting $14 billion in the supplemen­ 
tal appropriations bill set to come up in 
the House Wednesday. 
The House is expected to vote Thurs­ 
day on the big Social Security reform 
measure aimed at restoring solvency to 


the system. 
A conference agreement on raising the 
minimum wage to $3 35 by 1981 may 
come up for a House vote by mid-week. 
The Senate scheduled m ostly minor 
legislation in order to be ready to act 
promptly on energy legislation returned 
by the conferees. 
In that area. House and Senate bills on 
coal conversion and energy conservation 
differed, but not markedly. 
The bills that passed both houses on 
natural gas pricing and utility rate 
reform , however, are com pletely dif­ 
ferent. 


The House adopted C arter’s plan of ex­ 
tending federal controls on natural gas 
prices while letting prices increase sub­ 
stantially. 
The Senate bill would phase out con­ 
trols in a few years. Carter has said he 
would veto that. 
The House passed a utility reform bill 
that would force utilities to charge lower 
rates for household electricity consumed 
in off-peak hours The Senate passed a 
bill that essentially makes federal of­ 
ficials participants in state rate cases, to 
push for rate-making approaches that 
conserve energy. 
Moscow, U.S. closer to curbing 
arms race, says Soviet newspaper 


MOSCOW (U P I) - The Soviet Union 
says Moscow and Washington have 
drawn closer to curbing the nuclear 
arms race and are “ on the road 
to a 
new Strategic Arm s Lim itation Treaty. 
“ As a result of the Soviet-U.S. meeting 
in Washington the positions have recent­ 
ly drawn closer on a number of key is­ 
sues of this most important problem ," 
the Soviet Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said Sunday. 
“ It is possible to say that the two 
powers have embarked on the road 
leading to an agreem ent.” 
Although Pravda cited progress on 
arms controls talks, the official govern­ 
ment daily Izvestia charged the Carter 
administration’s reorganization of the 
U.S. Information Agency was “ an at­ 
tempt to widen the ideological and psy­ 


chological w arfare” against the Soviet 
bloc. 
Izvestia said the reorganization would 
expand U.S. controls over cultural ex­ 
changes and systematize “ subersive ac­ 
tions against other countries.” 
Pravda quoted President Carter as 
saying there had been considerable 
progress in the SA LT negotiations, but 
not all the problems had been solved 
“ But they can be solved if we follow 
the road of peace and follow the principle 
of equal security of both countries,” the 
Communist daily added 
It said the U.S. Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee had approved a resolu­ 
tion supporting the adm inistration’s 
pledge to tem porarily observe arms 
restrictions of the old SA LT agreement

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Israel has 
become so strong it might be able to 
threaten U.S. strategic interests in the 
Middle East by crushing Arab enemies 
before the W est could intervene, says a 
former intelligence officer. 
“ Israeli m ilitary power grew from a 
’David’ to a ‘G oliath’ between 1948 and 
1977,“ said Anthony Cordesman in the 
latest edition of Armed Forces JO um al, 
an unofficial monthly publication on 
m ilitary affairs 
C ordesm an, 
who has served a 
secretary of the Defense Intelligence 
Board and as assistant deputy defense 
secretary, said in order to protect its 
own interests, the United States should 
consider new lim its on arms deliveries 
to Israel. 
But he said the administration and 
Congress are intimidated by the Israeli 


lobby and American Jew s who seem to 
put Israel before U S interests and “ use 
anti-Semitism and a new holocaust as a 
moral club” against criticism . 


“ It is a cliche of diplomacy that na­ 
tions have no permanent alliances, but 
only permanent interests," Cordesman 
said. 
"In reality, however, the United 
States has no permanent interest in 
Isra e l and m ay now be acquiring 
something perilously close to a 
per­ 
manent’ liab ility.” 


He quoted Is ra e li chief of staff 
Mordecai Gur, a “ relative moderate," 
as saying two months ago: “ If another 
war breaks out between the Arab states 
and Israel, we must ensure that our vic­ 
tory is fast and decisive so that the whole 
world knows who won.

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today asked all parties in the Allan 
Bakke “ reverse discrim ination” case to 
file supplemental briefs discussing how a 
section of the C ivil Rights Act of 1964 
might affect their ruling. 


Title V I of the act says no one may be 
excluded on racial grounds “ from par­ 
ticipation in, be denied the benefits of, or 
be subjected to discrim ination against 
any program or activity receiving 
federal financial assistance." 
It says federal agencies m ay issue 
rules consistent with achievement of 
these objectives. 


In the Bakke case, the University of 
California at D avis is appealing a 
California Supreme Court ruling that its 
special admissions program, reserving 
16 per cent of seats in each medical 
school entering class for disadvantaged 


m inorities, unconstitutionally discrim i­ 
nates against whites. 
Bakke, a 37-year-old white engineer, 
claim ed he would have been accepted 
had it not been for the program. 
The justices asked a number of ques­ 
tions about Title V I in oral arguments on 
the case last week, and their interest 
was emphasized by today’s request for 
supplemental briefs on that point of law 
Members of the court traditionally 
prefer to settle cases on statutory rather 
than constitutional grounds whenever 
possible. 
Archibald Cox, representing the un­ 
iversity, suggested to the court last week 
that he thought only fed eral con­ 
stitutional issues were raised by the rul­ 
ing But Bakke’s San Francisco lawyer, 
Reynold Colvin, said it could be decided 
on T itle V I or state constitutional 
grounds as well. 


Tax limit drive 
begun once again 


California voters will have 
their fourth chance in a decade 
to approve a tax limitation 
measure if a petition drive to 
collect a half million signatures 
is successful. 
Deadline for securing the 
necessary valid signatures is 
Dec. 2 of this year in order to 
qualify the question for the 
ballot at an election set for next 
June. 
The drive is co-sponsored by 
the People's Advocate, headed 
by Paul Gann; and the United 
Organization of Taxpayers 
headed by Howard Jarvis. 
Voters rejected sim ilar 
measures on three previous oc­ 
casions 
The measure, sponsored by 
the two groups, would limit ad 
valorem property taxes to one 
per cent of the full cash value of 
the property; would require 
counties to levy the one per cent 
tax and apportion it according 


to law to the districts within the 
counties; would establish as a 
basis for full cash value, the 
county assessor’s appraised 
value as of March 1, 1975; 
would limit increases in fair 
market value to two per cent 
per year; would require an af­ 
firmative vote of two-thirds of 
the qualified electors of any 
respective taxing entity to raise 
city, county or special district 
taxes; and finally would require 
a tw o -th ird s v o te of the 
legislature to raise any new 
state taxes (except property 
taxes, which are prohibited).

Red Cross chairman 
feted on retirement

B o a rd of S u p e r v is o r s 
chairman Harrell Fletcher, 
who fought a losing battle 
earlier this month to maintain 
what he felt was some degree of 
equality in the county salary 
picture, now seems determined 
to have a new salary survey 
drawn up to show that county 
supervisors’ pay, for example, 
is inferior to that of “hundreds” 
of other county employes, as 
well as county supervisors 
elsewhere. 
Fletcher, clearly exasperated 
because the board in a 3-2 vote 
ruled for pay raises effective 
Dec. 12 for almost 100 manage­ 
ment employes, and handed out 
nothing to elected officials, in­ 
cluding the five supervisors, 
has now called on the Personnel 
Department to present solid 
s ta tistic a l inform ation to 
emphasize the plight of the 
elected officials. 
Personnel Director Sidney 
Simms, closeted with Fletcher 
when the Santa Maria super­ 
visor went over the situation, 
was understood to have agreed 
with the Fifth District super­ 
visor that some of the news 
media didn’t present the whole 
story in seeming to criticize the 
latest supervisorial move early 
this month to get a 32 per cent 


pay raise from $18,696 to $24,853 
over a two-phase period. 
Fletcher voted against the 
pay raise for the non-elective 
management group Oct. 10 — 
not because he was against 
salary boosts for county top- 
bracket people at this time, as 
is Supervisor Robert Kallman 
— but because he felt elected 
officials along with the others 
should have been included. 
The 3-2 vote favoring the 
latest boosts excluded the 
supervisors, district attorney, 
sheriff, assessor, tax collector, 
treasurer, 
auditor-controller, 
and clerk-recorder. 
Not long after this vote was 
taken, Fletcher was at work 
drawing up blueprints for still 
another survey which no doubt 
will be an ambitious project for 
Simms. 
Fletcher said the county’s 
salary picture is now so poorly 
balanced that his aide, Larry 
Lavagnino, “will earn about $10 
a day more than I do as board 
chairman.” County personnel 
people figured that Fletcher 
was close to being right, but 
said the difference would be 
“more like $8 a day,” favoring 
Lavagnino. who has seniority 
among the five supervisor as­ 
sistants. 
Two other supervisors’ aides 


are also being placed in a 
higher pay category than their 
bosses by the new action, it is 
estimated. 
Fletcher, it was understood, 
is calling on Simms to set out a 
factual report which more ac­ 
curately reflects the lowly posi­ 
tion of Santa Barbara County 
supervisors — and presumably 
other elected officials — than 
what has been presented 
before. 
The estimate is being made 
that several hundred county 
employes draw pay exceeding 
that of the county supervisors, 
all of whom are known to work 
assiduously at their jobs on 
what amounts to a full-time 
basis so far as hours go, at 
least. 


Simms, in discussing his new 
assignment with Fletcher, ven­ 
tured the thought that a list of 
county employes making more 
money than the five county 
solons “would be a long one, 
running perhaps 10 or 15 
pages.”

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Alcan pipeline expense 
may be double estim ate 


THE BETTER HALF-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
in d e p e n d e n t 
s tu d y 
h a s 
suggested that the proposed 
Alcan pipeline to bring Alaskan 
natural gas across Canada to 
the lower 48 states may cost 
m ore than double the com ­ 
pany’s $10 billion estim ate, but 
would still be worth it. 


The study released during the 
w eekend noted the recently 
c o m p le t e d 
tr a n s -A la s k a 
Alyeska oil pipeline had cost 
overruns of 325 per cent. It said 
12 major construction projects 


built in the last two decades had 
an average cost overrun of 121 
per cent. 
The American Enterprise In­ 
stitute for Public Policy 
Research, which made the 
study, concluded Alcan could 
sustain a 121 per cent overrun 
“and still yield significant net 
economic benefits to the 
nation ” 
But if the overruns went as 
high as the Alyeska pipeline’s 
325 per cent, it said, the project 
would be too expensive for the 
benefits. 
Bing Crosby's body 
being flown to L.A. 


MADRID, Spain (UPI) — The 
body of Bing Crosby, who died 
“happy and singing’’ after win­ 
ning a round of golf, is coming 
home. 
American officials said Sun­ 
day Crosby’s remains would be 
flow n to N ew York today 
aboard a com m ercial jet and 
from there to Los Angeles, 
where sim ple Roman Catholic 
funeral observances w ill be 
held Tuesday. 


The 74-year-old “ Der Bingle” 
died of a heart attack Friday 
after finishing a round of golf in 
Madrid with three Spanish 
friends. 


The coffin will be accom ­ 
panied by Harry Crosby. 19, one 
of the crooner’s seven children, 
who flew to Madrid to help 
arrange the transfer of the 
entertainer’s remains. 


T he you n g C rosb y to ld 
reporters his father died "the 
way he would have wanted to 
die’’ — on a golf course. 
S p a n ish 
g o lf 
c h a m p io n 
Valentin Barrios, who played 
with Crosby during his last 18 
holes, said the singer showed no 
signs of fatigue and was happy 
before he suddenly fell to the 
ground. 
“We had just finished the last 
hole and were walking toward 
the clubhouse when Bing had a 
seizu re and fell. W e first 
thou ght he had tr ip p e d ,” 
Barrios said. 
“Bing was happy and singing 
as he went around the course. 
He was team ed up with Manuel 
Pinero another Spanish cham ­ 
pion and they beat C esar 
Z u lu eta p r e sid e n t o f th e 
Moraleja golf club and me by 
winning the 18th hole.” 


“If such overruns occurred, 
consumers would pay higher 
prices for gas and-or owners 
and producers of Prudhoe Bay 
gas would receive less for their 
gas,” the report said. 
The report said the way the 
government goes about select­ 
ing projects gives bidders an in­ 
centive to underestimate their 
cost. Since the lowest proposal 
has an advantage, it said, 
“significant cost overruns must 
be anticipated.” 
The government has estim at­ 
ed that Alcan’s cost overruns 
will not be more than 37 per 
cent. 
Alcan President John McMil- 
lian told UPI his project will 
have only a 20 per cent cost 
overrun, barring sweeping in­ 
flation or a national emergency 
which would shrink available 
pipe supplies. 
McMillian said the 4,000-mile 
pipeline will cost about $10 
billion. The line will start in 
Northern Alaska oil and natural 
gas fields, run down Alaska, 
through Canada, and divide 
before it enters the United 
States in Montana, with one leg 
heading toward California and 
the other to Illinois.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today cleared 
the way for the Concorde super­ 
sonic airliner to start test 
nights into New York’s Kenne­ 
dy International Airport. 


The court set aside the tem ­ 
porary bar put up Oct. 7 by 
Justice Thurgood 
M arshall, 
who acted at the request of the 
Port Authority of New York 
and New Jersey. 


Marshall’s order had kept the 
jetliner out until British Air­ 
ways and Air France, operators 
of the controversial plane, 
could file papers in the long- 
pending case. 
The port authority wanted the 
court to keep the ban in effect 
until it could appeal a decision 
by the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals declaring illegal the 
agency’s resistan ce to Con­ 
corde landings. 
While the court’s action today 
lifted the legal ban, the appeals 
court decision still could be ap­ 
pealed to the Supreme Court. 
But this appeared to hold out 
little hope for opponents of the 
plan, since the justices proba­ 
bly would have left the ban in 
effect if a s m any as four 
justices felt review of the lower 
court was likely. 
Four votes are needed for ac­ 
ceptance of a case. 
The two airlines have said 


they wanted to begin test flights 
this month and hoped to have 
passenger service in operation 
at Kennedy by mid-November 
The authority told Marshall it 
is working on noise standards 
as the circuit court said it could 
do. It wanted to keep the plane 
out until the rules could be es­ 
tablished. 
The authority has scheduled 
hearings on the issue. One pos­ 
sibility would be to allow a 
three-month test of the plane.

President Carter says he sym ­ 
pathizes with the goals of the 
six neutron bomb protestors 
who disrupted church services 
he attended Sunday, but he 
wishes they had used a different 
means of voicing dissent. 
“They are fine young people 
and I agree with their purpose 
to elim inate nuclear weapons,” 
Carter told reporters on return­ 
ing to the White House. 


“ I think they were mistaken 
in trying to disrupt a church 
service,” he said, noting the 
situation at the First Baptist 
Church of W ashington was 
“handled rather w ell.” 


“The Secret Service didn’t 
think I w as in danger and 
neither did I,” he said. 
Five protestors were charged 
with disturbing a 
religious 
gathering. Charges were not 
p r e s s e d a g a in s t a s ix th 


protestor, Elizabeth McAlister, 
a former Roman Catholic nun 
and anti-war activist. 
The neutron bomb is designed 
to kill people by radiation 
without causing widespread 
property damage. Carter must 
decide whether to deploy the 
weapon and last week asked 
NATO allies for their views. 
Sunday’s disturbance began 
just before the sermon. Landon 
Sheats of Baltimore rose and 
began reading a statement that 
said, “Christians threatened by 
the nuclear sword will die by 
the nuclear sword. So the Lord 
warns us.” 
A church usher rushed to 
him, grabbed the statement and 
firmly elapsed his hand over 
Sheats’ mouth to stop him from 
talking. 
As he was being pulled from 
the pew, Miss McAlister rose in 
a different section of the church 
and continued the statement. 


The scene was repeated each 
tim e ushers tried to quell a 
demonstrator. 
The President and First Lady 
Rosalynn Carter sat stiffly and 
stared straight ahead from 
their sixth-row pew, never turn­ 
ing to look at the demonstrators 
scattered behind them. 
As 
the p r o te sto r s w ere 
removed, several sat down at 
the front and side exits of the 
church and were taken away by 
police. One refused to walk and 
w as carried. 
Sheats said just before being 
arrested that the protestors will 
“ put our bodies in front of them 
(the bombs) before they are 
built.”

In this business you meet the most 
interesting people. 
Like the lady I met the other day 
over the phone. 
Leonor Sobrino de Vera was here 
from her home in Santiago, Chile on 
the fourth of a five-day visit with her 
sister, Felisa Jones, 309 North N St. 
Which, I was told, is the house 
that once belonged to the founder of 
this newspaper, William Broughton. 


Since her last two days in our city 
were to be devoted to sightseeing, 
unfortunately talking with Mrs. 
Sobrino de Vera over the phone was 
the best I could do. 
A native of Chile, she is the wife of 
Santiago pediatrician Luis Vera and 
fills her hours with what sounds like 
perfectly fascinating and immense­ 
ly satisfying volunteer work. 
She directs the wives of low- 
income fishermen and peasants in 
the tiny fishing village of Isla Negra 
in the art of embroidering tapestries 
in wool. 


Before we go any further it should 
be explained that the husband of 
Mrs. Jones’ sister is, indeed, Dr. 
Luis Vera whereas she is Leonor 
Sobrino de Vera because Chilean 
women keep their maiden names 
and add “de” (of) linking the 
maiden name to the married one. 
Mrs. Sobrino de Vera began her 
labor of love nine years ago with 
just 12 women. The number has now 
grown to 60 which keeps her busy 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Monday 
through Friday every other week. 
“I must see that everything is 
original,’’ she says, “to keep the 
quality.“ 
Many of the women cannot read or 
write. But through Mrs. Sobrino de 
Vera’s guidance they can draw with 
a needle, weaving their lives into 
tapestries. 


If a woman works in the garden 
tending vegetables and her husband 
does the watering, this is the living 
picture her tapestry will portray. 
The tapestries sold immediately 
in Chile. 
And just five months after they 
began the work nine years ago they 
had their first exhibition in the 
National Art Museum of Santiago 
which usually does not exhibit the 
work of living artists. 
They also have been exhibited in 
the Gallerie du Passeur in Paris and 
at the Institute of Contemporary 
Arts in London in 1972 as well as in 
the Miami (Fla.) Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in 1975. 
They also were invited to the 
Biennial in Sao Paolo, Brazil. 
Money from the tapestries sold to 
the exhibitors, goes directly to the 
women to help them make a better 
life. 
And that’s why Mrs. Sobrino de 
Vera was invited to Mexico in 1975 
for the International Conference of 
women; because of the work she has 
done to help these people. 
While in the United States, which 
she says she loves. Mrs. Sobrino de 
Vera has also visited a son doing 
post graduate work as a physicist at 
Brown University, R.I.; and another 
son who is a p h ysician in 
Washington, D C. 
But now she must get back to the 
work which she says “is my whole 
life.” 
It’s been a two-way street. 
“I think I have learned more with 
them because they are real wise 
women,’’ she said. 
“They are very nice and I enjoy 
their company I think even more 
than they enjoy my help.” 
It’s like I said. 
In this business you meet the most 
interesting people.

Chavez disputes 
comments on Marcos 


WASHINGTON (U FI) - The 
United States may be on the 
brink of a new population ex­ 
pansion equal to the baby boom 
that followed World War II, 
Zero Population Growth says. 
“ At current fertility, legal 
and illegal immigration rates, 
our population will grow by 107 
million people in the next 50 
years,’’ the group said in a re­ 
cent statement. 
It said studies show the 
number of women of childbear­ 
ing age will increase 8 per cent 
in the next three years and sur­ 
veys of birth expectations 
among all women suggest a rise 
in the birthrate. 
“ The large number of women 
born during the baby boom 
years 1946- 61 are currently in 
their prim e childbearing 
years,” the group said. “ If 


these women have an average 
of two children each, as surveys 
indicate they expect to have, 
the total fertility rate could in­ 
crease to 2.1 by 1980.” com­ 
pared to the current level of 1.8. 
“ If young women bear an 
average of two children, the 
group said, “ the number of an­ 
nual births could reach four 
million by 1980, approaching the 
1957 peak of the post war baby 
boom when 4.3 million children 
were horn.’’ 
The group urged the govern­ 
ment to limit immigration and 
encourage “ voluntary reduc­ 
tion of fertility rates” through 
family planning centers, con­ 
traceptives for teen-agers, 
voluntary sterilization, and 
development of safer and more 
effective methods of contracep­ 
tives.

W hite trained his m ovie 
camera on what he says is a 
huge, ape-like creature he and 
his wife encountered on Mt.

Handguns used in m ajority 


of m urders in part o f / 7 5 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Handguns were used in about 70 
per cent of all firearm murders 
during the first six months of 
1975, although handguns make 
up only 30 per cent of all 
firearms, a tentative report 
shows. 
The report, published Sunday 
in the Sacramento Union, 
suggested that limiting or bann­ 
ing ownership of handguns 
probably would result in in­ 
creased murders with long 
guns, The study was prepared 
by staff members of the Bureau 
of Criminal Statistics in the 
state attorney general’s office. 
The Sacramento Union ob­ 
tained a copy of the report en­ 
titled, “ Firearms: Their Con­ 
tributions to Violent Deaths in 
California.” 
Jim Watson, chief of the 


bureau, said his office had not 
scheduled public release of the 
report because “ our conclu­ 
sions at this point are that the 
data is basically and totally 
deficient.” 
Union sources told the paper 
they feared the report was be­ 
ing withheld because handguns 
are a politically controversial 
issue that could hurt Attorney 
General Evelle Younger, a pos­ 
sib le contender for the 
Republican 
gubernatorial 
nomination. 
The 
re p o rt, 
w hich 
emphasized that its findings 
were tentative and should be 
followed with a more rigorous 
study, said that in the first six 
months of 1975 firearms were 
responsible for 59 per cent of 
the willful homicides, 45 per 
cent of the suicides and 1 per 


cent of accidental deaths. 
It said 8,091 persons suc­ 
cumbed because of violent 
deaths during that period 
The report also said: 


— About 72 per cent of willful 
firearm homicides stemmed 
from interpersonal conflict and 
were committed by persons 
who were related or known by 
the victim. 


— Of all firearms deaths 
(1,557), suicides numbered 56 4 
per cent (878); willful homi­ 
cides 40.1 per cent (625) and ac­ 
cidents 3.5 per cent (54). 


— Long guns were used in 
willful firearm homicides in 
36.2 per cent of the cases in 
rural areas while in more urban 
areas long guns were used 24 9 
per cent of the time.

called to clarify his position on 
Marcos’ martial-law govern­ 
ment. 


Chavez said that during his 
17-day tour of the Philippines 
last summer he met with a 
Washington Post reporter and 
the newsman became angry 
with him for not meeting with 
anti-Marcos activists 


A Ju ly 29 article in the 
Washington Post under the 
reporter’s byline said Chavez 
praised Marcos’ government, 
the UFW leader said. As a 
result, he said, church groups 
and anti-martial law Filipino 
members of the UFW became 
angry 


At the meeting attended by 
about 650 persons, Chavez 
called the article “ misleading, 
distorted and filled with half- 
truths.” 
Chavez said he did not praise 
the Marcos government but he 
did laud Marcos’ promise to 
support farm union elections in 
the Philippines. 
“ I only know about the farm 
labor situation in the Philip­ 
pines — not about the martial 
law government,” he said. 
Chavez said he complained to 
the Washington Post that the 
article was inaccurate. He said 
an aide to Executive Editor 
Benjamin C. Bradlee informed 
him the reporter had since been 
fired. 
(In W ashington, P h ilip 
Foisie, Post assistant manag­ 
ing editor. Sunday said. “ We 
have reason to know that the 
quotes in the story were ac­ 
curate.” He also said the writer 
was not a full-time staff 
member but a contributor and 
is still a contributor.)

Horse 
trails 
promoted 


Horses are a way of life for 
many residents in the Santa 
Ynez V alley, but finding 
authorized riding trails other 
than 
those located along 
highways is impossible because 
there are none locally. 
Attempting to change this 
situation is the Valley chapter 
of Equestrian Trails. Inc . 
Corral 60 under the direction of 
president Bob Crowe 
Citing the total absence of 
authorized trails in the Valley, 
Crow e noted the cou n ty’s 
general plan at least calls for 
construction of trails along new 
streets, to be built at the same 
time the streets are developed. 
Concern has been expressed 
that, as these streets are put in. 
the trails will be overlooked. If 
this happens, it will be more 
difficult to get the trails con­ 
structed. Crowe said. 
He has worked with several 
subcommittees of the Valley 
Advisory Committee in draw­ 
ing up the recreation element of 
the proposed county general 
plan. 
Crowe circulated a petition to 
Valley residents which he sent 
to supervisor Robert Hedlund 
urging trails be set aside to 
“ e n su r e 
the 
s a f e t y of 
ch ild ren . ..red u ce 
tr a ffic 
hazards and congestion on the 
roads and pavement by getting 
our horses off the busy roads 
and pavement and onto proper 
roadside trails.” 
In addition to trails. Crowe 
has noted the possible addition 
of a horse arena built near 
Santa Vner Parti where there is 
a natural bowl. 
He noted the arena could be 
“ used as a practice location for 
the many children in the town 
that have their own horses and 
compete in county horse shows 
It would also provide a local 
site to have horse competition 
and local fund-raising rodeos or 
horse shows for further im­ 
provements.” 
C ro w e ’s group h as the 
“ ultimate dream ” of off-road 
trails throughout Ballard, Santa 
Ynez. Solvang and Los Olivos 
“ There are many easements 
throughout the various develop­ 
ments but none are open,” 
Crowe said “ If the easements 
were donated to the county, 
could they then be opened and 
m aintained?” 
Crowe 
asked 
Hedlund in his letter. 
A p o s s ib le so lu tio n to 
maintenance of trails could 
com e from the California 
Conservation Corps (CCC) 
which will be operating in the 
county for two years. This 
group is designated to work un­ 
der financing by the state, do­ 
ing whatever the county needs 
“ In the Santa Barbara area, 
there are many equestrian 
trails and these are currently 
being maintained by the CCC 
group.” according to Crowe. He 
sees the p ossib ilities of a 
similar arrangement for the 
Valley.

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Victor of laetrile 
court battle dies 


TOPEKA, Kan. (UPI) - 
Howard Walker, who died after 
winning a court fight to receive 
Laetrile in treatment of ter­ 
minal cancer, will be buried 
Tuesday. 
Walker died in his sleep 
Saturday at Memorial Hospital. 
F u n e ra l s e rv ic e s w ere 
scheduled in his home town of 
Rossville, Kan. 
Walker, a 43-year-old heavy 
equipment operator, was ex­ 
pected to live only two weeks at 
the time he went to court to 
request Laetrile treatment. He 
lived three weeks longer than 
the original prediction. 
He asked to be treated with 
Laetrile, a substance banned by 
the Food and Drug Administra­ 
tion. because the tumor failed 
to respond to radiation or 
chemical therapy. 
Walker was granted a tem­ 
porary restraining order Sept. 
16 which forbade state and 
federal authorities from in­ 
terfering with his use of the 
drug. 
Six days later Walker 
received a federal court order 
allowing him to continue the

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - David 
Duke, national director of the 
Ku Klux Klan, was splattered 
with eggs and members of his 
party were stoned Sunday as 
they toured the international 
border at San Ysidro.

He said Walker asked for a 
reduction in pain-killing drugs 
last week so he could remain 
“very much in command” dur­ 
ing his final days. 
During his bout with cancer 
Walker received hundreds of 
cards and letters from people 
across the country wishing him 
well.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sur­ 
geon General Julius Richmond 
is proposing a “National Don’t 
Smoke Day” on which no 
cigarettes would be sold or 
smoked in the United States. 
It was one of a series of 
“preliminary suggestions” of a 
f e d e r a l task for c e in a 
memorandum to Health. Edu­ 
cation and Welfare Secretary 
Joseph Califano 
Richmond said the govern­ 
ment also could issue a new sur­ 
geon general’s smoking report 
as “a media event which would 
go far in publicizing the health- 
damaging effects of smoking.” 
The last such report was issued 
12 years ago. 
The memo offered such other 
anti-smoking suggestions as 
giving government employes 
time off from work to break 
their smoking habits; govern­ 
ment encouragement of private 
lawsuits against tobacco com­ 
panies by individuals; ending 
price support programs for 
tobacco; increasing federal ex­ 
cise taxes on cigarettes, and

The Conqs had that chance, down onlv 
39-35 with just less than two minutes 
remaining in the game With the ball on 
their own 34 Conq quarterback Derek 
Avillanoza engineered a drive that took 
them down to the 24-yard line with 17 se­ 
conds left 
He gave the ball to Bryon Banner, 
who couldn't quite break lose for one of 
his patented 25-vard runs and was stop­ 
ped after just five yards. 
The clock ran out on the Conqs. mark­ 
ing the first time they’ve lost to San Luis 
in the eight years they’ve faced each 
other 
Banner’s 259 yards in 37 can 'Is broke 
the school record for single game 
rushing by 14 yards. 
The 74 total points scored in the game 
also broke the old school mark of 67. 
But the story wasn’t in Banner’s 
record, but in the Tiger passing attack, 
engineered by Deeds. 
The 5-9. 160-pound senior completed 12 
of 24 attempts for 218 yards and a pair of 
touchdowns. 
The story was also in 
fullback Rick Cramer who rushed for 122 
yards and the Tiger’s first three TDs. 
“I think that if San Luis had just come 
at us with their passing attack, they 
couldn't have beaten us.’’ said Conq 
Coach Ed Knowles. “ It took Cramer to 
make the difference.’’

C abrillo cam e back with two 
touchdowns in the third quarter to retake 
the lead, while the Conq defense main­ 
tained its record for not letting a team 
score in the third period. 
But San Luis came bade in the fourth, 
scoring a touchdown by second string 
running back Tim Knight, and the winn­ 
ing TD. a 24-vard pass from Deeds to 
Donell Cooper with 1:53 left in the game 
“ That was 
a big weakness on 
defense,” admits Knowles. “We just 
couldn’t stop them from passing against 
us. We’d double team ’em and they’d 
still get open somehow.' 
Cooper was Deeds’ favorite receiver 
during the game, connecting with the 6-2 
180-pound senior seven times for 144 
yards. Both touchdown passes were also 
to Cooper with the same pattern ; Cooper 
deep in the left side of the end zone, with 
Deeds throwing across the field 
On the bright side for Cabrillo. Rocky 
Westbury. at fullback, filled in more 
than adequately for the injured Paul 
Purter 
. 
Westbury rushed for 153 yards in 18 
carries The biggest chunk of that was 
an 83-yard touchdown run on Cabrillo’s 
first play from scrimmage to open the 
game.

Tip of the hat 


A tip of the hat goes to At­ 
torney Stanley C. Hatch, legal 
counsel for the Santa Ynez 
River Water Conservation 
D istrict, for his strong 
remarks last week concerning 
the protection of the Santa 
Ynez River water rights. 
Hatch’s target was alleged 
efforts by the South Coast to 
dip unfairly into the waters of 
the Santa Ynez River. He 
vowed that the district was 
prepared to defend the historic 
water rights of the river. 
“ ...the Santa Ynez-Lompoc 
area looked with dismay when 
some of the water purveyors 
in the South Coast first ex­ 
ceeded their water supply and 
then began to take steps to 
avoid the supplementation of 
their supply from a source 
other than the Santa Ynez 
River,” Hatch declared. “ This 
meant only one thing to the 
area: that in the absence of an 
adequate alternate supply to 


meet the county’s needs for 
the next 30 years or so, the 
water short entities on the 
South Coast will, of necessity, 
and as usual, return once 
again to the Santa Ynez River 
in an attempt to slake their 
thirst.” 
Hatch vows that such moves 
will be countered by invoking 
legal protections that exist in 
abundance. However, he 
warns that it would result in 
years of expensive conflict, 
litigation and still result in 
severe water shortages on the 
coastal plain. 


He proposes that the answer 
to the myriad of problems 
should 
be 
“ c a u t i o u s 
cooperation.” We agree. 
However, R o b e r t E. 
Goodwin, legal counsel for the 
Goleta County Water District, 
c a l l s such an a ns we r 
“ blackmail.”

Panama: round X 


The P an am an ian hot-w ire is 
o v e rlo a d e d w ith c h a r g e s and 
countercharges stemming from the 
great Dole Interception. The events were 
as follows: a) Carlos Lopez Guevara, one 
of Panam a’s negotiators, told the 
political counselor of our embassy in 
Panama on September 
30 that in his judgment 
the Neutrality Pact 
(the second of the 
proposed P anam a 
Canal treaties) does 
not give the right after 
the year 2000 to the 
United S ta te s un­ 
ilaterally to decide to 
intervene in order to 
protect the Panama 
Canal. Moreover, Mr. 
L op ez 
told 
our 
political counselor, we 
are wrong in interpreting the phrase 
“ transit the canal expeditiously” as 
granting a preference to United States 
naval vessels in the event of a military 
emergency, b) That information was 
cabled by diplomatic line to Washington. 
But somewhere along the line, c) 
Senator Robert Dole intercepted the 
cable, and gave out its contents. 
The result was to embarrass the 
friends of the treaty, and to confirm the 
suspicions of the critics of the treaty. 
They point out, moreover, that it isn’t 
only Carlos Lopez Guevara, it is Romulo 
Escobar Bethancourt — the chief 
negotiator of the Panamanian govern­ 
ment — who takes the identical position 
arguing before Panama’s National As­ 
sembly in August. The episode is taken 
as a grave setback for backers of the 
treaty. But this would appear to be 
beside the point. 
Because if Lopez G uevara’s in­ 
terpretation is correct, one thing is quite 
obvious: he will have been talking about 
a hypothetical treaty. Because the 
Senate of the United States isn’t going to 
pass a treaty that does not acknowledge 
the right of the United States to in­ 
tervene to keep the Canal open in the in­ 
terest of national security. So that Lopez 
Guevara, and his boss Bethancourt, are 
serving inscrutable objectives by so con­ 
struing the treaty. 
Meanwhile, General Torrijos is doing 
the grand tour of Europe and is ap­ 
parently unavailable for comment But 
he was not unavailable for comment 
when he came to Washington to sign the 
treaty. He was in Washington on the day 
that Ambassadors Bunker and Linowitz 
testified before the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. When the point was 
reached, both of them advised the com­ 
mittee that under the Neutrality Pact we 
had both the right to intervene and the 
prerogative of expeditious passage That 
testimony was translated for the benefit 
of General Torrijos that day, ami he 
raised no objection to our represen­ 
tatives’ understanding of it. Quite the

This 
Pact, if not administered judiciously by 
future generations, may become an in­ 
strument of permanent intervention.” 
What Lopez Guevara said is that the 
right to intervene without an invitation 
to do so by the host government goes 
counter to international law (wherever 
you find that). The United States takes 
the position that the Neutrality Pact 
specifically acknowledges the security 
interests of the United States as requir­ 
ing the Canal to stay open. from which it 
is readily deduced that any threat to 
close the Canal triggers a response based 
mi security interests. And these override 
the question of an invitation by the host 
government. 
That is the clear understanding of 
Bunker and Linowitz, of Carter and 
Vance and Ford and Kissinger. And of 
Torrijos, to judge from his references to 
the need for a judicous exercise by the 
Pentagon of an authority granted to it by 
the Treaty. 
“ Granted to it by Treaty?” Yes. 
Because, curiously, under existing 


the proposed treaty. There is nothing in 
the 1903 Treaty that anticipates, or 
countenances, m ilitary action in 
Panama. What we got was a canal and 
the right to run it. But under the 
Neutrality Treaty there is the specific 
protocol concerning U.S. security rights. 
What is happening is that the left in 
Panama feels that our negotiators got 
the better of the deal. While Torrijos is 
away, negotiators are attempting to save 
their political reputations by self-serving 
interpretations. In Panama, these days, 
Torrijos gets booed. And Bethancourt, 
the chief negotiator, has a difficult time 
speaking without interruption. It may be 
difficult for some American critics of 
the treaty to picture Torrijos et al as 
quislings, but that is how they are 
regarded by noisy elements of the 
Panamanian community. 


Be that as it may. the language of the 
treaty confutes Lopez Guevara. And if 
more than that is needed to make plain 
the intent of the Neutrality Pact, the 
Panamanians will have to come up with 
it, or else settle for the status quo. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Safety chiefs image 


WASHINGTON — Likable, loquacious 
John Byington is supposed to lead the 
national crusade against dangerous 
products. Yet he seems to devote more 
of his time to polishing his political im­ 
age and gallivanting around the globe. 
He has hired a public relations firm, 
which also attends to 
his political groom­ 
ing He has the neces­ 
sary a ss e ts —good 
looks, amiable mien 
and social knack—to 
set him apart from or­ 
dinary men. Now Ter- 
zian Associations, a 
firm that specializes 
in charm courses for 
politicians, is helping 
him to merchandise 
his political appeal. 
The 
c o m p a n y ’ s 
president, Carl Terzian, has arranged 
several speeches for Byington, has in­ 
troduced him in the right circles, has 
persuaded magazines to write articles on 
him and television stations to interview 
him Associates say Byington has his eye 
on high political office in his native 
Michigan. 
Last year, the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, which Byington 
heads, paid the Terzian firm $17,000 in 
consulting fees. There was no connec­ 
tion. Terzian solemnly attested, between 
his services for the government and for 
Byington Terzian told us he had helped 
Byington “ on a volunteer basis, purely 
out of friendship for John.” 
While Byington was busy giving inter­ 
views, the complaints against dangerous 
products were piling up inside the com­ 
mission. A backlog of 150 dangerous 
products now awaits Byington’s atten­ 
tion. 


But the chairman has been more in­ 
terested in blowing his horn than in at­ 
tending to the technical, tedious details 
of his office. For his latest promotion 
scheme, he has enlisted Ronald Mc­ 
Donald, the hamburger clown, to 
huckster product safety. 


He paid $425,000 last year to McDonald 
and Little, an Atlanta advertising 
agency, to ballyhoo the commission’s ef­ 
forts. The same agency is also paid to 
stimulate the national appetite for Mc­ 
Donald's hamburgers. The two objec­ 
tives have now been combined into one 
glorious campaign to sell hamburgers 
and safety out of the same drive-ins. 


The burger chain has been authorized 
to use the commission’s seal in a safety 
campaign, which may include passing 
out free refreshments. Hopefully, these 
won’t be served in the McDonald chain’s 
glasses, which allegedly contain an un­ 
safe measure of lead The Consumer 
Product Safety Commission is supposed 
to regulate McDonald’s, not give the 
chain its official stamp of approval. 
Byington’s hamburger connection has 
stirred a rumpus in the backrooms of the 
commission. 
For example, Commis­ 
sioner R. David Pittle has sent Byington 


a confidential memo complaining: “ 1 do 
not want the commission’s efforts to be 
viewed as reinforcing the desire of 
children to go to McDonald's hamburger 
shop to obtain a (safety) check-off list 
complete with burgers and fries.” 
Pittle also objected to the coincidence 
that both McDonald and the commissi on 
are clients of the same advertising 
agency. “ The appearance of favoritism 
is inescapable,” he warned. Nor should 
McDonald's be allowed to use a govern­ 
ment seal in its safety campaign. Pittle 
protested. 
The commission “ should (not) be in 
the business of reviewing public rela­ 
tions material developed by private cor­ 
porations ... The potential for abuse is 
simply too great,” the memo warned. 
Those who question Byington's ac­ 
tions. however, sometimes have dif­ 
ficulty finding him in. He is often flitting 
around the world on official business. 
Last spring, we reported that he had 
flown at the taxpayers’ expense to 
faraway places with strange sounding 
names in Europe, the Far East and the 
Caribbean 
The publicity didn’t seem to slow him 
down at all. He just kept on going to 
California, Florida and Puerto Rico. He 
made flying visits to Chicago, New York 
City and Portland, Ore. He also made 
four speechmaking trips to Michigan, the 
land of his ambition. 
Byington’s staff has been busy, 
however, while he has been on the loose. 
The staff has been pushing plans to reim­ 
burse businesses for losses caused by the 
commission’s actions, thus assuring the 
manufacturers of unsafe products that 
they would have nothing to risk for their 
shoddy work. 
A staff report contends that reim­ 
bursement would “ defuse opposition” 
from the b u sin e ss com m unity, 
“ eliminate a major source of uncer­ 
tainty in the economy” and prevent com­ 
panies “ from being burdened with in­ 
equitable losses.” 
Byington has stayed around the com­ 
mission long enough, meanwhile, to find 
jobs for his friends. He temporarily 
hired two members of his former law 
firm, Dennis Nystrom and Frank 
Fortescue, to hold down key posts. Ac­ 
cording to files marked “ restricted,” he 
also hired another favorite, William Mc- 
Camey, two days before the closing date 
for other applicants. 
The Civil Service Commission has 
launched a confidential investigation 
into Byington’s hiring practices. 
Footnote: In a long interview , 
Byington insisted his travels help 
publicize the commission’s work. He 
swore that he spends 60 hours a week at 
his office. He said Terzian set up 
speeches for him “ as a favor to me“ and 
probably lost money on his government 
contract. The staff report advocating 
that businesses collect reimbursements, 
Byington said, was offered "at the 
request of another agency” and wasn’t 
intended to represent the commission’s 
policy.
